1 . With respect to Applicants' argument "applying a discontinuous layer of resilient 
non-adhesive particles to the structures disclosed by the Wilbur reference, would 
provide one of two choices. The first is a s|eet of non-porous material having an 
adhesive disposed continuously thereon and further having a plurality of deformable 

h 

particles disposed thereon. Alternatively, the combination of these two references 
would provide a porous material having an adhesive disposed continuously thereon 
further having deformable particles disposed thereon. In any regard, the combination of 
these two references does not provide a sheet of non-porous material having disposed 
continuously thereon, as claimed by Applicants." (Remarks, page 9, point 7), the 
Examiner repeats (see Office action dated 1/6/2005) that Wilbur's invention relates to 
wrappers of flexible paper or other equivalent sheet material (column 1 , lines 1 -3). 
Wilbur teaches that the invention can be embodied in a label, wrapper , envelope or 
other article of flexible sheet material intended for other uses (page 1 , column 2, lines 
34-37). Fig. 7 shows that an embodiment in which a multiplicity of pin punctures 16 
each of which is surrounded by an outstanding tubular burr 17, and surrounded by a 
coating of permanently sticky or tacky adhesive 1 8. The outstanding burrs 1 7 serve as 
means for normally shielding the adhesive coating against accidental contact with other 
objects. When end portions are overlapped and pressed together, the burrs or bosses 
17 are collapsed, the ends are united by the iadhesive (page 2, column 1 , line 48 to 
column 2, line 8). It is noted that Wilbur's pin puncture results a porous wrapper sheet 
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material. However, Reed's invention is directed to a sheet material which is provided 
with a continuous coating of tacky, pressure-sensitive, adhesive. The adhesive coating 
is then provided with a coating of a discontinuous layer of resilient, non-adhesive 
particles. The coating of particles have the ability to be deformed under a load and 
thus, upon application to a support surface, deform, under pressure, to such an extent 
as to bring the adhesive and the surface into fuller contact (Abstract). As such, in the 
absence of unexpected results, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to modify Wilbur's wrapper with a known equivalent deformable outstanding means 
of Reed's coating of deformable particles, i.e., substitute Wilbur's collapsible 
(deformable) burrs 17 with Reed's deformable resilient non-adhesive particles, 
motivated by the desire to obtain a non-porous wrapper for fully wrapped (sealed) 
applications. The Examiner asserts that Applicants' argument to the contrary (after 
Wilbur's deformable outstanding means (burrs) are replaced with Reed's deformable 
outstanding means (particles) the sheet material remains porous) is erroneous. It 
should be emphasized that once the porous structural element burrs (which bears an 
opening) of Wilbur are replaced with the deformable particles of Reed, there is no 
opening (or porous) structural element in the sheet material anymore.
